sales in Edmonton and out- 
lying areas in December 
was down two per cent 
compared to a year ago. 

The city on Tuesday re¬ 
leased a median increase in 
value of a single-family 
home of nine per cent, 
based on a July 1, 2010, 
open market.

“I don’t think the num¬ 
ber is wrong, it just 
depends on when you’re 
taking the snapshot in 
time,” said Lany 
Westergard, the 
association’s outgoing 
president.

After that peak, though, 
things dropped off. 

The average price for a 
single-family home in De¬ 
cember was $355,270 — 
down $10,000 from 
November and 2.5 per cent 
from December 2009. 

That makes the 2011 as¬ 
sessment based on the 
most expensive real estate 
period of 2010. 

Richard Chaney, proper¬ 
ty assessment adviser with 
the provincial government, 
said July 1 allows time for 
sales analysis to be done. 

“There’s more involved 
than just determining 
what is the ... value of the 
land,” he said, adding July 
1 has been a mark as far 
back as 1995.

Belgian officials say they 
plan to expel a Canadian 
priest facing sex charges 
involving Inuit children in 
Nunavut. 

Eric Dejaeger, who was 
originally Belgian but lost 
that status when he be¬ 
came a Canadian citizen, 
remains wanted in Canada 
on warrants issued in 2002 
for sex crimes that are al¬ 
leged to have happened 30 
years ago in Igloolik. 

Dejaeger, 63, has been 
living in Belgium for years 
— far longer than the legal 
limit of three months for 
Canadians without a visa. 

“That is the reason he 
has been arrested and is 
being held in a detention 
centre awaiting his explu- 
sion to Canada,” said an of¬ 


ficial in the Belgian em¬ 
bassy. 

The former Arctic mis- 
sionaiy, who appears on 
Interpol’s international 
wanted list, is being held 
in a detention centre for 
illegal residents in Bruges, 
Belgium. He could end up 
back in Canada in a matter 
of weeks. 

“It’s a bit like in Canada 
— as soon as it’s estab¬ 
lished that he’s illegally re¬ 
siding in our countiy, it 
can go quite fast,” said the 
Belgian official, who point¬ 
ed out Dejaeger may ap¬ 


peal the expulsion. 

“We’re sending him 
back. He’s a Canadian citi¬ 
zen illegally residing in 
Belgium.” 

Canadian officials were 
not immediately available 
to comment. 

Dejaeger came to Cana¬ 
da from Belgium in 1973. 
He was ordained as a Ro¬ 
man Catholic priest of the 
Oblate order and eventual¬ 
ly began work as a mis¬ 
sionary in the Arctic, 
serving in several commu¬ 
nities.

Robert Gibbs, the White 
House press secretary and 
one of the most visible and 
forceful advocates for Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama, is 
quitting his job to become 
an outside political advis¬ 
er. The change is among 
the many expected in the 
coming days as Obama re¬ 
defines his leadership 
team to get ready for a re- 
election bid and a more 
powerful opposition Re¬ 
publican Party. 

Gibbs said he would be 
leaving the White House 
by early February. The top 
contenders to replace him 
are two of his deputies.

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Gas producers 
look to oil to 
stay afloat 


O Many drillers turning to crude as natural gas prices 
bottom out O New markets needed for gas 


Canadian natural gas firms 
are bracing for lean times 
in 2011 , with prices ex¬ 
pected to remain weak. 

“Producers that are 
heavily natural gas weight¬ 
ed are having to restruc¬ 
ture their business model 
... in what looks to be an 
extended period of low 
natural gas prices,” said 
Gary Leach, head of the 
Small Explorers and Pro¬ 
ducers Association of 
Canada. 

Producers are chasing 
after oil instead of natural 
gas, since oil prices are 
stronger than natural gas. 

“We have an industiy 


that is going in two direc¬ 
tions. Some companies are 
successfully straddling 
both worlds. And those 
that have opportunities to 
increase their crude-oil 
production are tiying to do 
so,” Leach said. 

AJM Petroleum Consult¬ 
ants expects Alberta natu¬ 
ral gas prices to average 
$4.10 per 1,000 cubic feet 
in 2011, and $4.50 in 2012. 

Canadian gas has been 
pushed out of its main 
market, the United States, 
because of the high loonie, 
a supply glut and U.S. eco¬ 
nomic recoveiy measures.

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Pot growers to 
pay taxes? 

O CRA says income is taxable, whether it’s legal or not 


Police may turn a blind 
eye to the sale of unli¬ 
censed medical marijuana 
in British Columbia, but 
the tax man doesn’t. 

The Canada Revenue 
Agency came knocking on 
the door of the British Co¬ 
lumbia Compassion Club 
last October looking for a 
list of its pot suppliers. 

The club went to feder¬ 
al court asking for a judi¬ 
cial review of the agency 
demand, arguing that ill 
medical marijuana users 
would be the losers when 
supplies dried up because 
it had to give up the 
names. 

“If the applicant is seen 
as a source of information 
for authorities, it is fore¬ 
seeable that cultivators 
will cease to deal with the 
applicant,” say documents 
filed in federal court. 

“The applicant’s posi¬ 
tion is that the CRA 


should consider the po¬ 
tential ‘collateral damage’ 
from its use of civil audit 
powers.” 

The Vancouver-based 
non-profit society supplies 
medical-grade marijuana 
to about 6,000 registered 
members diagnosed with 
everything from arthritis 
and glaucoma to cancer 
and HIV. 

Instead of proceeding 
with the court action, the 
club has worked out an 
agreement with the feder¬ 
al tax agency, said John 


Conroy, lawyer for the 
Compassion Club. 

Now, club organizers 
are trying to convince 30 
or so growers to step for¬ 
ward and declare their in¬ 
come to the CRA during 
an amnesty worked out 
with the agency. 

While the club puts 
strict organic farming 
conditions on growers and 
bans the use of chemicals, 
it insists it knows little 
about the growers them¬ 
selves.

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) butter 

• 1 small onion, chopped 

• 1 clove garlic, minced 

• Half red pepper, diced 

• Pinch dried tarragon 
leaves and black pepper 

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) flour 

• 125 ml (1/2 cup) milk 

• 2 boxes (each 190 g/7 
oz) frozen snow crab meat, 
thawed and squeezed dry 

• 175 ml (3/4 cup) dry 
breadcrumbs, divided 

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) parsley 

• 5 ml (1 tsp) finely grated 
grapefruit zest 

• 45 ml (3 tbsp) canola oil 

• Spring mix greens 

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) butter 
Grapefruit salsa 

• 2 grapefruit, peeled and 
diced 

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) chopped 
parsley 

• 1 clove garlic, minced 

• Pinch salt and sugar 


Preparation: 

1 Salsa: In a bowl, com¬ 
bine ingredients, set 
aside. 


2 Crab cakes: In a skillet, 
melt butter and cook 
onion, garlic, red pep¬ 
per, tarragon and pep¬ 
per for 3 minutes.

Ed 
Frechette, the company’s 
vice-president of market¬ 
ing in Boston, said diners 
usually fill out pieces of pa¬ 
per with their orders at the 
cafes, but iPads have sim¬ 
plified the process. 

“One of our employees 
has an iPad with a menu 
loaded in it and they’ll 
take your order,” Frechette 
said. “You still see a menu 


board with all the informa¬ 
tion on it. We have hand¬ 
held laminated menus for 
a reference, but all the pa¬ 
per pads are gone.” 

At 4Food in New York, 
where diners can build 
their own burgers, iPads 
are at eight kiosks with 
plans for as many as 30 de¬ 
vices, including Android 
and BlackBerry platforms. 
Customers order and enter 
credit card information in¬ 
to the iPad to pay. 

Managing partner Adam 
Kidron said ordering food 
electronically will eventu¬ 
ally be the norm. 

“You’ve just got to imag¬ 
ine that this is something 
that won’t just be consid¬ 
ered to be a discretionary 
behaviour,” Kidron said. “It 
will be a necessary behav¬ 
iour.” 

The tablets are arriving 
on the travel circuit, too. 
OTG Management has in¬ 
stalled more than 200 
iPads loaded with menus 
at gates in New York’s John 
F. Kennedy International 
Airport, allowing travellers 
to order salads and sand¬ 
wiches while they wait for 

flights. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

The overwhelming 
presence of Canadian fans 
at the world junior hockey 
championship drew praise 
from local organizers and 
international officials yes¬ 
terday. 

At a news conference 
ahead of the event’s medal 
games, International Ice 
Hockey Federation 
president Rene Fasel 
turned to Dave Ogrean, 

USA Hockey’s executive di¬ 
rector, and said “I think 
you can be veiy happy to 
have this championship so 
close to the Canadian bor¬ 
der.” 

Ogrean could only smile 
in knowing agreement, as 
an ebullient mass of Cana¬ 
dian fans have papered 
over HSBC Arena in red 
throughout the 
tournament. 

“A few more probably 
did come over the border 
than we had anticipated or 
hoped,” said Ogrean. 

“The enthusiasm of the 
fans in North America is ex¬ 
ceptional and the enthusi¬ 
asm of the fans in Canada 
is quite frankly second to 
none.” 

How dominant has their 
presence been? 

During Monday’s semifi¬ 
nal romp over the host 
United States, the Canadian 
fans began chanting, “This 
is our house!” 

Organizers anticipated a 
total attendance exceeding 
330,000, making it the sec¬ 
ond most attended world 
junior championship. A 
record 453,282 took in the 
2009 event in Ottawa.

For the second straight 
year, Canada has to settle 
for silver at the world jun¬ 
ior hockey championship. 

Artemi Panarin scored 
his second goal of the 
game at 15:22 of the third 
period for the winner as 
Russia roared back to beat 
Canada 5-3 in the tourna¬ 
ment’s gold-medal game 
last night. 

Canada looked to have a 
comfortable three-goal 
lead heading into the third 
period, but suffered a disas¬ 
trous collapse. 


Panarin scored 2:33 into 
the final period, then 11 
seconds later, Maxim Kit- 
syn cut Canada’s lead to 3- 
2 . 

With Canada reeling, 
Russian captain Vladimir 
Tarasenko scored at 7:29 to 


tie the game 3-3. Panarin 
then scored the tourna¬ 
ment-winning goal. 

Nikita Dvurechenski 
capped the scoring for Rus¬ 
sia late in the third. 

Canada lost last year’s fi¬ 
nal 6-5 in overtime to the 
United States in Saskatoon. 

Brayden Schenn’s goal 
in the second period gave 
Canada a 3-0 lead. His 18th 
point of the tournament 
moved him into a tie with 
Dale McCourt (1977) for 
the most by a Canadian at 
one world junior champi¬ 


onship. 

Ryan Ellis and Carter As¬ 
ton also scored for Canada, 
which was coming off a 
convincing 4-1 win over 
the host Americans in 
Monday’s semifinal. 

Russia entered the gold- 
medal game on a four- 
game winning streak after 
opening the tournament 
with losses to Canada and 
Sweden.
